Premier Barrette will meet student leaders from eight 
Quebec universities this Friday, the Daili/ learned yester- 
day. Four delegates — as yet unnamed — are expected to 
represent McGill. Purpose of the meeting will be to ensura 
no future breakdown of communication between the prov- 
ince aiid the students. 



The meeting, scheduled to take 
place at 9:30 am, came as a sur- 
prise. Organized in conjunction 
with a request bv the Quebec 
regional NFCUS Committee, the 
interview with the Premier was 
originally scheduled for March. 
But a letter received bv the re- 
gional NFCUS President indicat- 
ed Barrette was available Friday. 

B."î!=F PRESENTED 

A bricC has been agreed upon 
by students from the universities 
of- Laval, Montreal,. McGill, Sir 
George Williams, Bishops, Loyola, 
and Marianopolis. Sherbrooke 
university students have been 
sitting in as observers at regional 
NFCUS meetings and 'although not 
NFCUS members, v/ill also meet 
the Premier.' 

Four basic points will be cov- 
ered by the brief: 

(1) Thanks the government for 
its new attitude towards educa- 
tion and in particular for accept- 
ing the principle of statutory 
grants. 

(2> A jequcsi' Ihat the govern- 
meat take measures which will 
render university education acces- 
sible to all those who have the in- 
tellectual aptitude and the desire 
to attend. 

(3) A. request that the forma» 
tlon of a Royal Commission be 
set up to study the iiroblems of 

education in this province. 

M) A recommendation that the

"aide à la jeunesse" bursary re- 
imbursable be removed.

|EC Members Morally Obliged To 
Resign Before Seeking New Posts

Members ol the SEC represent- 
ing faculties or schools are mo- 
rally obligated to resign .their po- 
sitions prior to seeking election 
to another post on the Council. 
This is the substance of a motion 
passed in last Wednesday's meet- 
ing of the SEC. 

The measure wili remove the 
faculties from the danger of 
remaining unrepresented on the 
council for ' any considerable 
length d£ time. 

There was also discussion about 
the action to be taken against 
organizations in debt to the SEC. 
It was decided that the Secretary 
Treasurer should contact these 
delinquent student clubs, and 
failing prompt payment, they 
should be deprived of all Student 
Society privileges, such as tiie use 
of the Union and publicity in thé 
Daily. 

GRANTS TO CLUBS 
A number of financial matters 
were under discussion at the meèt* 
ing. The Players' Club" 'received 
an increase of yiO on their bud- 



get : llicy were reminded to in- 
clude as many McGill students as 
possible in their forthcoming pro- 
duction. 

Forge ■ reported that they had 
completely redesigned their maga- 
zine. They had conducted- the best 
advertising campaign in six years, 
selling about $330 dollars of space. 
In lieu of these facts, the SEC 
granted Forge close to a hundred 
dollars. 

MODEL PARLIAMENT 

A difficulty arose with reference 
to this year's Model Parliament. 
In previous years, the Debating 
Union had sleorcd, organized, and 
budgcttcd for this event, llowever 
this year tlicy were under the 
impression . that the Progressive 
Conservative Club. would be re- 
sponsible. This evidently erron- 
eous impression had also been 
conveyed to Wilfred Hastings, 
Secretary-Treasurer of the Stu- 
dents' Society. ■ The council vo- 
ted that the political clubs in- 
volved in the organization of the 
Model Parliament be responsible 
for' its expenses. 

After a report about constitutio- 



nal changes in the Women's Union. 
Bryce Weir, President of the Stu- 
dent Society, expressed his per- 
sonal thanks to the members of 
Ihat organization.

tatives of the various universities. 
However final touches on the brief 
will be made on Thuràday after- 
noon and evening. It is estimated 
that there will be between three 
and five student representatives 
from each university and that they 
will meet the Premier in liis pri- 
vate office. 

The suggestion of an annual 
meeting was agreed to by Premier 
Duplessis at his meeting with the 
six student presidents last year. 
It was felt that in. this way there 
would be closer communication 
between the government and the 
students on educational matters. 
Since the Duplessis interview last 
year several measures affecting 
legislation have been taken, many 
of them reflecting the students' 
suggestions. There has been, for 
instance, the introduction of a 
system of statutory grants and a 
bill increasing the number and 
amount of bursarys and lowering 
the reimbursable portion. 

DECEMBER REQUEST 

The request for this gathering 
was made last December to thB 
late Premier Sauvé and on his 
death was renewed to Premier 
Barrette. In a very courteous let- 
ter Premier Barrette expressed 
his willingness and desire to meet 
the students cordially- The Friday 
date had just been flxed^tb the 
mutual, convenience of both' the 
premier and the students. 

The purpose of these meclinga 
from the student poiiit of view 
is to ensure no further breakdown 
of communication between the 
government and the students, to 
thank the government for any im- 
provements and to show the in- 
terest of the students in educ- 
ational legislation. 

HEENAN COMMENTS 

Roy Heenan, Chairman of Mc- 
Gill NFCllS committee commen- 
ted, "As students we . appreciate 
the Improvement on education in 
this province in. the last year. 
-There are however, problems' still 
to be solved and we are very 
pleased with this opportunity giv- 
en us by Premier Barrette to dis- 
cuss these with him. This is not 
a meeting only to criticize: but 
rather to discuss and suggest fur- 
ther legislation and to express 
appreciation for recent bills — in 
particular, of statutory grants." 



NFCUS Declares Void 
lUDL Debate Finals 



OTTAWA (CUP) — February 
22, 1060 — The contested results 
of the Inter-unlversity Debating 
League Debating Finals between 
McGill and OAC OVC-MAC were 
washed out today by a special 
NFCUS committee and the finals 
will be held again this Saturday 
in Ottawa. 

0 A C protested the debate 
— held at McGill — on the grounds 
that three former McGill debat- 
ers, one of them a student, and 



a fourth a McGill faculty mem- 
ber, were judges for the debate. 

A committee consisting of A. L- 
Foote, common law professor at 
Ottawa University, Fred Cogan 
past president of the lUDL and 
Andre L'llcureux executive sec- 
retary of NFCUS made the deci- 
sion after the problem was thrown 
in the lap of the National Sec- 
retariat. 

The debate on the topic, "Re- 
solved that the Canadian Govern- 



ment should take steps to curb 
the growing power of Labor 
Unions in Canada, "was nullified 
on the bylaw of the lUDL Consti- 
tution which states, "the judges 
should not be Alumni unless al>- 
solutcly necessary." 

It was felt that the onus viin 
on the host university, to show 
that It was absolutely necessary. 
The same topic will be debated 
Saturday. ■

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The Chessman Game 

The dramatic eleventh-hour reprieve of Caryl Chess- 
man by the Governor of the State of California is arous- 
ing furious controversy throughout the civilized world. 
The abolitionists are relieved, the retentionists are infu- 
riated, the Communists are disappointed and the cynics 
are sneering — and. not without justification. 

Governor Brown is ah-honourable and perhaps even 
a great man, a renowned and ardent foe of capital pu- 
nishment, and as such he may have been motivated by 
altruism and compassion in his decision to grant Chess- 
man a GO-day stay from his scheduled appointment with 
the gas chamber. But whatever was the role played by 
these factors in persuading Mr. Brown to reach his de- 
cision, there can be no doubt that an equal if not greater 
role was played by the timely arrival of a strongly sug- 
gestive letter written to him by the American State De- 
partment. 

The contents of this letter, which have received 
world-wide publicity, tend to impugn strongly the sin- 
cerity of Governor Brown's actions. The text of the letter 
suggested that Chessman's case had attained interna- 
tional notoriety and that his execution at this time might 
generate an unfavourable reaction toward.<5 the U.S. on 
the part of that amorphous substance known as "world 
public opinion". In view of the fact that President Eisen- 
hower was about to depart on his Latin-American good- 
will tour, and bearing in mind the experiences of another 
high-placed American politician on a recent trip to the 
same area, it was .strongly, indeed almost expressly sug- 
gested that Governor Brown grant Chessman a tempo- 
rary reprieve. 

The abolitionists' have thus achieved », hollow tri- 
umph. Capital punishment has lost in the case of Caryl 
Chessman, for the.time being at least -7- but Avas its loss 
predicated on humanitarian or moral considerations, or 
was it based simply on considerations of political expe- 
diency? No one knows as yet; bufdoubtless a more nc- 
ciuate surmise will bo possible when Governor Brown 
makes his next decision on the Chessman case sixty days 
hence. •.

Tlio lUDL is one of tho four dcbat- 
ins leagues in Cnnnda which are 
sponsored by NFCUS. 

Tiic National Commissioner Is 
said to have agreed to stand by 
any decision of Cameron, who In 
ti«m handed the matter to the 
National Se<n>etariatc of NFCUS.
